COLUMBUS, Ga., March 22. 
The second torch death in less 
than two months confronted 
authorities here today with dis- 
covery of the body of a man 
in a blazing automobile on the 
reservation of Fort Benning, 
the nation’s largest army post. 

The gruesome discovery was 
made by Captain Thomas E. 
Drake, assistant provost mar- 
shal at Fort Benning, who said the 
vehicle was a raging inferno when 
he came upon it on a little-used 
road. 

Victim Is Sitting Up. 

Captain Drake said the victim 
was sitting up, with upraised 
hands, behind the steering wheel. 

The body was tentatively identi- 
fied as that of W. P. (Bill) Wil- 
liams, salesman for a Columbus 
automobile firm, but officials at 
the military reservation declared 
last night the identification was 
not positive. 

Identification was partially es- 
tablished by George Ryan, Colum- 
bus motor company executive, who 
told Fort Benning officers a wrist 
watch, ring and cigaret lighter, 
found in the automobile, were 
similar to articles owned by Wil- 
liams. The watch had stopped at 
11:20 o'clock. 

Captain Drake discovered the 
blazing car at 11:30 a. m. while 
returning to the post after an in- 
spection tour of guard posts on the 
reservation. 

Pulls Door Open. 

Captain Drake reported that as | 
he approached the car, it still was | 
burning. He hastily alighted from 
his machi.ie, he said and managed 
to pull open a door, attempting to 
extinguish the flames with a 
small hand extinguisher he had 
brought from his own car.

BILL INTRODUCED 


Ramspeck Act Would 
Bar Preferential Tar- 
iffs to Any Territory.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—A 
joint resolution directing the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
investigate freight rates from non- 
official to official territory by rail 
or water, today was introduced in 


the house by Representative Rob- 
ert Ramspeck, of Georgia, leader 
of that body’s freight rate bloc. 


The resolution, drafted in col- 
laboration with Senator Lister 
Hill, of Alabama, seeks to amend 
the Interstate Commerce Act by 
making it unlawful for any com- 
mon carrier to give any unreason- 
able preference or advantage to 
any particular person, company, 
firm, corporation, association or 
locality, port, port district gate- 
way, transit point, region, district, 
or territory, in any respect what- 
soever. 


Ramspeck introduced the reso- 
lution after extensive hearings had 
been held by the Interstate Com- 
merce committees of both houses 
on his earlier bill which- sought 
to'amend the ICC act by forcing 
the commission to so adjust rates 
that no greater charge for the 
transportation of property moving 
from one rate making territory to 
another could be levied than the 
charge for the transportation of 
the same property moving wholly

“WPA FACES VOTE 


Approved by Rules, 
Measure Won't Be Op- 
posed by 40, Author Says 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—(?) 
The likelihood that there would 
be a congressional invetigation of 
the WPA incresed today when the 


house rules committee approved, 
by a vote of 7 to 4, a resolution 
ordering such an inquiry. 

If the resolution is approved 
later by the house, the inquiry 
will be made by the house appro- 
priations committee. That group 
already is wrestling with the issue 
of whether to give the relief 
agency an additional $150,000,000 
for its expenses through June 30, 
or to pare the amount down to 
$100,000,000. Mr. Roosevelt has 
asked the larger sum. 

Representative Cox, Democrat, 
Georgia, author of the resolution 
for the investigation, said it prob- 
ably would be brought before the 
house next week and predicted 
“there won’t be 40 votes against 
it.” 
that he had “no objection to the 
4nvestigation if a majority of the 
house wants it.” 

He added, however, that the 
appropriations committee already 
was intending to scrutinize WPA 
activities thoroughly before grant- 
ing the agency more money for 
expenses in the year beginning 
July 1.

|Some of Teachers 
Faee Actual Want 


By HERMAN HANCOCK. 
Lawyers and economists through the centuries have agreed that 
there is no appeal from this most fundamental of all the laws of na- 
ture: “One gets hungry when one doesn’t eat! 


In more than a hundred Geor- 
gia counties today a more or less 
useless amendment ig., 
ed: | 

‘__ even if he’s: a school teach- | 
er!” 

Just across the line from Fulton 
county are several neighboring 
counties where the grim tragedy 
of Georgia’s school collapse un- 
folded yesterday. 

In those counties teachers ex- 
plained the grim struggle for ex- 


istence that has been forced on, 


them by a state that can no longer 
pay them for the work they are 
doing among the children of Geor- 
gia. 

Let C. E. Collins, principal of 
the Mableton school, in Cobb 
county, describe the problems of 
his ten teachers: 

“Some of our teachers have ex- 
hausted their credit. 

“They are being forced to live 
on relatives or ask their landlords 
to share their gamble not only for 
the future board bills, but in many 
instances for board bills that are 
long past due. 

“Teachers at our school have not 
received one red cent for work in 
the last three months. 

“We cannot pay our bills. We 
have nothing but promises that 
we will ever get our money or to 
be able to pay those mounting 
bills. 

“The situation is serious, most 
serious in a profession which 
should not be harassed by wor- 
ries over the right to existence.” 

In all communities certain 
standards of living are demanded 
of school teachers which they can- 
not afford to ignore. They must 
live a life without blemish; they 
must not chisel. Their best 
thoughts must be eentered toward

%& | Raw Meat Eater Shoots 2 Possemen in Mountain Battle 


POWELL, Wyo., March 22.—(P): 


Entrenched in a veritable fort of 
mountain - rocks, Earl Durand, 
Wyoming’s “Tarzan” slayer, shot 
down two posse men in a gun bat- 
tle late today with a surrounding 
force of 65 Wyoming and Montana 
officers. 

The two posse men fell-on a 
mountain slope directly in Du- 
rand’s line of fire from his citadel 
of rocks, 400 feet up the side of a 
steep ridge. 

Game’ Warden’ Boyd Deintos 


said be believed the two men shot 


were Arthur Garto, of Meeteetse, 
Wyo., and Orville Lindbury, . of 
Cody, Wyo. Whether they were 
killed or wounded was not known. 

Unable to go to the aid of the 
two men, the posse officers aimed 
a heavy rifle barrage at the 
stronghold of the besieged raw 
meat-eating fugitive, sought since 
last Thursday for the slaying of 


two Wyoming peace officers. 

Durand remained safely; en- 
trenched as darkness fell, com- 
manding from his fortress a clear 
line of fire to his front, his right 
and his left. | 

Posse members said any attempt 
to attack Durand from the rear 
would entail. a night-long hike 
across steep mountains. 

The posse caught up with Du- 
rand’s trail after he had kidnaped 
a ranch couple and forced them to 
drive him to the mouth of Clarks- 
fork canyon. The rancher and his 
wife were released unharmed. 

Carrying dynamite bombs, Bill 
Monday, Cody pilot, few over the 
battle scene in an attempt to blast 
Durand from his lair.

ridge, Monday said he could not

fell forward on his 
face,” Bennion recounted. 7 

“It sounded to me like Pica 
was *shooting with a six-gun, then. 
They’re right out» there in the 
open straight in his line of fire.

Bennion said Durand fired sev- 
eral shots at the game warden’s 
place of hiding behind a shelter of 
rocks and trees.

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TAKE OVER TAXIS 


Company Calls It Walk- 
out, Cabbies a Shutout; 
Turn in Cars at Midnight 


Differences between union taxi- 
cab drivers and officials of the 
Black & White Cab Company 
reached a climax at 12:01 o’clock 
this morning. 

The drivers said they were shut 
out; the company insisted it was 
a walkout. 

Taxicabs which moved after 
midnight were driven by non- 
union drivers, who declared them- 
selves satisfied with the company’s 
wage scale, which had been re- 
jected by Local Union No. 450, 
Chauffeurs, Teamsters and Help- 
ers of Atlanta. 

Approximately 300 drivers were 
affected. Their stand received the 
indorsement of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades, which last night 
adopted a resolution “condemning 
unfair tactics” on the part of the 
Black and White Company. The in- 
ternational organization of chauf- 
feurs also endorsed the drivers’ 
stand. 

Union drivers, unwilling to ac- 
cept terms of the cab company 
calling for 35 cents an hour in- 
stead of 40, turned in their cabs 
at midnight, 

Efforts at a reconciliation fell 
through late yesterday afternoon 
when union representatives failed 
to agree to a “compromise meas- 
ure” offered by A. L. Belle Isle, 
president of the company. Belle 
Isle said he offered to have a 
group of three businessmen inves- 
tigate conditions of ‘the company 
and, if it was found justifiable, to 
split net profits with the drivers 
providing they agreed to continue 
driving at 35°cents an hour.

3. Increased optimism that 
methods would be found to con- 
tinue operation of schools until 
the end of the present term. 

Rivers Criticized. 

4. Sharp criticism of Governor ,» 
Rivers and homestead exemptions 
by W. M. Rainey, DeKalb county 
school superintendent. 

5. Prediction the state would 
not repudiate the debt its owes the 
school teachers. 

6. Statement by Mrs. E. D. 
Rivers that the state’s expanded 
education program would be re~ 
sumed in the near future despite 
opposition from “those who put 
personal selfishness above the im- 
portance of their fellow men.” 

Appoint Fact-Finders. 

7. Appointment of a fact-finding 
committee last night at the request 
of Superintendent Wells “to de- 
termine the true financial picture: 
of the schools.” This committee 
will work in co-operation with the 
senate and house investigating 
committees. 

In urging that some teacher 
bring a test suit to determine the 
status of a contract, Superinten- 
dent Wells said, “I think we ought 
to know whether a teacher’s con< 
tract is binding.” It has been con- ' 
tended that if the -teachers are 
not paid by the end of the fiscél 
year, the state will not owe them. 

“I would encourage a teacher to - 
bring a friendly suit,” Wells said. 
“I do not think superintendents 
and other school officials should

ALBANY, Ga., March 22.— 
“He’s the greatest man in the 
state.” That’s the unanimous, 
whole-hearted and enthusiastic 
Opinion of this community about 
its “uncrowned king’—Henry H. 
Nelms, 86-year-old bachelor-farm- 
er, who won the heart of every 
Dougherty county citizen this 
week by sharing his worldly goods 
with others.

High School Students To Aid Highway Planning 


Pupils To Fill in Ques. 
tionnaire About Why, 
Where Mother and Fa- 
ther Drive Family Auto.

Atlanta and Fulton county 
mothers and fathers who drive 
cars are going to become the pu- 
pils of their high school age chil- 
dren next week—and the ques- 
tions the students ask their par- 
ents are going to leave plenty of 
a for poor mother and 

ad. 

As a part of their home work, 
the high schoolers are to fill in a 
voluminous questionnaire all 
about why and where pop and 
mom drive the family bus. 

Father will answer the question 
of how far he drove the automo- 
bile last year with confidence and 
perhaps he’ll reply “15,000 miles.” 
But when he starts to figure out 
where he drove those 15,000 miles 
and what routes he traveled and 
how many miles he went on that 
fishing trip last spring and how 
far he drove just going around the 
corner to the grocery store or the 
pool hall—that’s where the trouble 
will begin. . 

He (or mother) will have to 
figure up how many miles it is 
from home to the office and how 
many times the round trip was 
made, and then he will have to re- 
call way back yonder when that 
relative was ill and the family ran 
down to Macon by way of Forsyth 
and came back by Griffin and so 
on. 

The questionnaire-home work of 
thé high school students of the 
Atlanta and Fulton county high 
school systems is the Road Use 
Survey being conducted by the 
highway planning division of the 
state highway department, and it 
begins officially Monday. 

When the parents have strug- 
gled through all the questions and 
derived at answers, staticians of 
the highway planning service will 
be able to determine the amount 
and type of driving done by At- 
lanta and Fulton county residents 
and to determine whether those 
contributing funds for highways. 
roads and city streets are deriving 
benefits proportionate to their ex- 
penditures in taxes. 

If Fulton parents think this is 


'a pretty large order, then let them 
be put to shame—because the high 
‘school students and their parents 


in 130 other Georgia counties have 
already filled in the questionnaires 
and averaged better than 75 per 
cent usable interviews.

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GIANNINT CHARGES 
RECOVERY STIFLED 


Claimg Business Will ‘Go 
Places’ If Co-operation 
Is Given. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.— 
(UP)—Amadeo Peter (A. P.) 
Giannini, the far west’s most in- 
fluential financial figure, said to- 
night that the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration is holding back recovery 
and that business is’ready to “go 
place” once the New Deal clears 
the way by translating into action 
its promises of co-operation. 

Expressing confidence in the 
future of this country and in the 
ability of its business and indus- 
trial leaders to lead it to new.pros- 
perity, the head of.Transamerica 
Corporation called on the adminis- 
tration to act quickly. 

It was a surprising statement 
from the man who once was Mr. 
Roosevelt’s principal advocate in 
the inner councils of big business, 
and who in 1935 pleaded with his 
fellow bankers at their New Or- 
leans convention to co-operate 
with the government. 

Giannini’s “disillisionment” with 
the New Deal dates from his ap- 
pearances in Washington less than 
two months ago in the Securities 
and Exchange Commission’s in- 
vestigation of his Bank of Amer- 
ica. 


358-MILLION FUND 
FOR DEFENSE VOTED 


Measure Authorizes Fleet of 
6,000 Warplanes and 
Anti-Aircraft Guns. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.— 
(UP)—Congress today voted 
President Roosevelt a powerful 
foreign policy weapon when it 
completed action on his $358,000,- 
000 emergency defense bill and 
sent it to the White House for sig- 
nature, 


The measure authorizes a fleet 
of 6,000 planes for the army air 
corps, the most potent aerial force 
in the nation’s history; calls for 
new ands stronger fortifications 
around the Panama Canal, bolsters 
seacoast and inland defenses, in- 
creases the size of the army, and 
equips it with vast supplies of vital 
equipment such as automatic ri- 
fles, antiaircraft guns and artil- 
lery. 

Final approval came unexpect- 
edly after senate and house con- 
ferees adjusted differences in the 
versions passed by the two cham- 
bers, and sent the measure to the 
floor for concurrence. The senate 
quickly accepted the conference 
report and in less than 15 minutes 
the house followed suit. Almost si- 
multaneously the house approved a 
$186,000,000 deficiency bill, three- 
quarters of which is for defense 
purposes.

Abandoned Cotton 


Land in Speech.

WASHINGTON, March 22.— 
Reforestation of some 40,000,000 
acres of abandoned cotton land in 
Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana and 
Mississippi was urged by Gover- 
nor Rivers, of Georgia, in an ad- 
dress before the American Forest- 
ry Association here today. 

“Only an optimist of the high- 
est type can. hope that-this vast 
acreage will: ever grow —- cotton 
again,” Governor Rivers declared. 
“The main hope of the région is 
that its abandoned cotton lands 
be given over to the production of 
timber resources.’ 

The Georgia executive stressed 
the Importance of fire control in 
conserving timber areas, declar- 
ing the problem one of particular 
importance in the south.

LONE AIRCRAFT CARRIER 


BID TOTALS $31,800,000 


WASHINGTON, March 22.— 
(P)—A lone bid submitted today 
on construction of the 20,000-ton 
aircraft carrier Hornet indicated 
the navy’s seventh and newest 
carrier would be the most costly 
vessel of the type yet undertaken. 

The bid, submitted by the New- 
port News (Va.) Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Company, was $31,800,- 
000, subject to adjustments if la- 
bor and material césts mount dur- 
ing the 34 months expected to be 
required to build the ship. 

The same company recently 
completed the carriers Yorktown 
and Enterprise, of the same gen- 
eral size and type, for about $24,- 
000,000 each, not including armor 
plate, guns and shells.

HIGH’S BASEMENT 
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FOR NATIONAL GOOD 

The meeting in Atlanta of the Southeastern 
Governors’ Conference has served to emphasize, 
once again, that the things for which this group 
is striving are things which, while based upon 
sectional problems, are nevertheless in the fore- 
front of reforms which must be made if the 
nation as a whole is to realize that prosperity 
which is the national goal. 

That the discriminatory railroad freight 
rates, against the south and west, have been 
detrimental to the économy of the country as a 
whole cannot be denied by anyone with any de- 
gree of observation ability. These rates have 
penalized the south ever since the War Between 
the States but they have, far worse, restricted 
the market for goods produced and manufac- 
tured anywhere in the nation. For they have 
contributed heavily to that low income average 
in the south which has made this section a poor 
market for any goods, regardless of where pro- 
duced. ' 

No nation can prosper as it should, in any 
part, while there is any section handicapped 
and penalized by the short-sighted greed of 
other sections. A body is only as healthy as its 
weakest part, whether it be an economic body 
or a physical one. 

There is strong hope, now, that the rate in- 
justice will be removed. Commissioner Lee, of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, who con- 
ducted hearings on the governors’ case for re- 
duction of specific commodities, gave tremen- 
dous support to the entire contention in his 
report favoring adjustment of these particular 
rates. It remains, of course, for the ICC asa 
body to concur in that report. 

Continuance of the emphasis placed upon 
this issue cannot fail to bring such overwhelm- 
ing popular demand for its rectification that it 
will be no longer possible to refuse. Mrs. Roose- 
velt is the latest to draw attention to the in- 
justice, following her husband, the President, 
who referred to it in his message transmitting 
the Alldredge TVA report to congress. Mrs. 
Roosevelt, in her column “My Day,” of recent 
date, said that the one complaint she heard on 
a recent trip through Texas was on the freight 
rate differentials and, while admitting she 
knows little of the intricacies of the problem, 
nevertheless feels that “this theme song has 
been sung for a long time and the rest of the 
country should wake up to the fact that one of 
their sister states feels a real sense of grievance. 
That isn’t healthy and should not be allowed 
to continue.” 

Other evils which the Southeastern Govern- 
ors seek to rectify all are concerned with con- 
ditions which injure the welfare of the entire 
nation by creating enmity between states or 
imposing unfair economic handicaps upon spe- 
cific regions. 

For instance, in resolutions adopted here on 
Tuesday, the growing tendency to set up cam- 
ouflaged tariff walls between the states was 
condemned as a hindrance to interstate com- 
merce, as a discouragement to tourist travel and 
as a handicap to that friendliness which should 
exist between neighbor states. 

Likewise special notice was taken of the 
prohibitive tax levied by Wisconsin against oleo- 
margarine, which is largely made of cottonseed 
oil, a southern product. The wrongs done by 
this tax have been too frequently listed to re- 
quire reiteration here. 

In conclusion, there was irrefutable logic in 
the appeal of the Governors for the support of 
organized labor in the freight rate fight. For, 
as they stated, if the discriminatory differen- 
tials are not eliminated, there is a very serious 
threat to the efforts for uniformity in wage 
rates and hours of work, sought under the 
wages and hours law. 

If other sections of the country, particularly 
the industrial east and New England, could only 
be induced to gain the long vision and to con- 
sider the good of the nation instead of their 
own immediate interests, all, including them- 
selves, would eventually benefit immeasurably 
by the adoption of those reforms sought by the 
Southeastern Governors’ Conference,

WAGE AND HOUR LAWS IN THE STATES 

Last summer, when the minimum wage-hour 
law was passed by congress—a law affecting 
labor only as it relates to the production of 
goods moving in interstate commerce—it was 
thought similar legislation would be rushed 
through the law-making bodies of the various 
states. Nothing of the sort has happened. Al- 
though many bills have been given considera- 
tion none has been enacted into law up to 
this time. 

Wage-hour legislation in the states, of 
course, is nothing new. Twenty-five states al- 
ready have such laws. Most of them, however, 
apply exclusively to women and children. They 
are still more or less in the experimental stage. 

Present state laws are of two different types. 
Statutes in Arkansas, Nevada and,South Dakota 
set forth the minimum wage to be paid. An 
industrial welfare board has the power to re- 
vise or adjust it. In the true sense it isn’t fixed 


‘by law. In other states wages and hours are 


actually set up by boards and commissions. 
These bodies also have the power to revise the 
scales from time to time to coincide with chang- 
ing economic conditions, such as fluctuating 
markets and cost of living. 

Experience thus far attained would seem to 
indicate the impracticability of setting. up min- 
imum wages and hours by local statute to be- 
come effective on a given date and to remain 
unchanged until modified by legislative action. 
There are too many factors created by economic 
law, within the states, to be taken into consid- 
eration. 

During the last six months 43 state legisla- 
tures have been in session. In 24 of these bodies 
wage-hour legislation was introduced, In seven 
instances the proposed law was killed or allowed 
to expire in committee. In some cases bills 
were withdrawn or defeated when brought to a 
vote. In the others no time could be spared 
from other business to vote upon them. 

The feeling now prevails that there is too 
much danger in delegating power to. make or 
break industry and labor to politically appoint- 
ed and dominated bodies. Such delegation of 
power would actually point the way to never- 


ending strife. Every little cloud on the horizon 


would be a signal for hastily raising the ceiling 
over working hours or lowering the floor under 
wages to “strengthen” the economic structure 
against some imaginary storm. Industrial 
peace, under such cimsumstances, would go out 
cf the window. 


TAKE UP THE SLACK 

Colonel F. C. Harrington, Works Progress ad- 
ministrator, has announced that 400,000 persons 
will be removed from the rolls of the agency 
during the week beginning April 3 unless con- 
gress appropriates $150,000,000 to carry work re- 
lief through to July 1, After July 1 is yet an- 
other story. 

As a block, 400,000 seems rather large. 
Broken down into local groups, it is not so 
formidable. Georgia is scheduled to lose 9,500 
persons, less than three per cent of the popu- 
lation of the city of Atlanta alone. New York 
city will lose 25,000 persons out of a total pop- 
ulation of more than 7,000,000. 

The problem, then, would be one for locali- 
ties. It is a challenge that must be met sooner 
or later and the quicker it is faced, the better it 
can be handled. Each city will know exactly 
the number of relief recipients removed from 
the rolls and will know how many should be 
reabsorbed into private business, 


If this absorption problem i{s not met, 
then argument for enormous relief expenditures 
is only, strengthened and a return of the 400,000 
to non-productive relief work may soon be ex- 
pected. Normally, the business increase an- 
ticipated this spring will take up the slack, but 
some gauge should be provided which will dem- 
onstrate that for the 400,000 persons taken from 
the relief rolls, 400,000 or more have been taken 
into private business. If this is not done, the 
agitation for increased expenditures may be ex- 
pected to redouble. 

The reductions have been ordered to dram- 
atize the need for additional funds. Of course, 
the money is required if the rolls are to be 
maintained at their present high level. But in 
another sense they constitute a challenge that 
business should, and must some day, meet. 
There could be no better way of meeting it than 
through a definite, locally-directed private re- 
employment campaign. Some sacrifices may be 
required, but they would be infinitesimal when 
measured against the burden of enormous re- 
lief expenditures.

NEW EMPHASIS ON MERIT 
(From The Washington Post) 

Too little attention has been given to the 
hopeful steps taken during recent weeks toward 
creation of a career service. for the federal gov- 
ernment. If these efforts succeed, they will mean 
a virtual revolution in the government’s person- 
nel system. 

As it has operated to date in this country the 
merit system has served chiefly to protect fed- 
eral jobs from the spoilsmen. That, of course, is 
an important accomplishment. But it does little 
to guarantee a high degree of efficiency in the 
government service. The adoption of more mod- 
ern recruiting and promotion methods is long 
overdue. 

President Roosevelt is manifesting a great deal 
of interest in modernization of the merit system. 
Both his special committee to set up standards 
for a real career service and his Council of Per- 
sonnel Administration may be relied upon to rec- 
ommend the best practices in personnel man- 
agement. | 

In brief, it will be the task of these two agen- 
cies to introduce a greatér element of merit into 
the merit system. In these days of widespread 
governmental activities, calling for technical skill 
of many varieties as well as administrative ability, 
it is not enough to abolish political tests of fitness. 
Ways and means must be found to bring into the 
federal service men and women specially trained 
for and adapted to the tasks assigned to them. 
And they must be given assurance of fair treat- 
ment, of advancement in accord with the quality 
of service rendered and of sufficient pay ‘to make 
a career in governmental work attractive. 

Few, if any, assignments in Washington hold 
greater possibilities for public service than these

“Wuthering 


Heights.” 

Noticing that Emily Bronte’s 
classic story of the Yorkshire 
moors, “Wuthering Heights,” is 
now appearing in daily install- 
ments in this paper, recollections 
of a visit to the ancient Bronte 
home and to the farmhouse built 
of stone which was the scene of 
the novel, are awakened. 

It was in the summer of 1925. 
En route to visit an aunt whose 
home was high on those moors, 
we stopped at the little village 
where the father of the Bronte 
sisters was curate at the old 
church. Nowadays the chief claim 
to fame for the plate is the fact 
that the Brontes once lived there. 

We went inside a little museum, 
where relics of the Bronte girls 
are kept. We saw the old hats 
and dresses they wore, the little 
ornaments from their home and 
innumerable other things. 

We saw, too, the original man- 
uscript of “Wuthering Heights.”

—Politics and mili- 
Pretense tary necessity may 
compel France and Britain to fight 
on Russia’s side and this country 
to help them, first with supplies 
and later perhaps with soldiers 
and naval power. But, whatever 
happens, the Russians and their 
American agents and sympathizers 
should not be permitted to get 
away with the current loud pre- 
tense that Russia is a democracy 
or any less hateful to this country 
than Nazi Germany. The only 
difference, as far as the United 
States is concerned; is that Ger- 
many and Italy are bulging with 
muscle just now and therefore are 
out marauding, whereas Russia, 
having more terirtory than she can 
efficiently use or well police, and 
being pretty well shot by internal 
conspiracies and dumb incompet- 
ence, can point to a recent record 
of half-decent outward behavior 
toward the neighbors. 

Hitler and, with him, Mussolini, 
have put themselves on the urgent 
list and will have to be attended to 
first, but Russia’s record, as of 
the time when there was no Ger- 
man menace, was no more friendly 
than Nazi-Fascism to the American 
form of government 'or the peace 
and security of this nation. 

It might be remembered also 
that the Czecho-Slovak democracy, 
which Americans mourn with pure 
motives, and the same starry-eyed 
idealism that drew the United 
States into the World War, stood 
between the two kinds of Bolshev- 
ism, Red and Brown, and wanted 
/no more of the one than of the 
other. Russia liked the little re- 
public only as a line of defense 
against Germany and forebore to 
destroy it by poison only because 
Czecho-Slovakia served to keep 
Hitler at a distance. Czecho-Slo- 
vakia was not a Bolshevik nation, 
red or brown, and Russia’s demo- 
cratic feeling for her did not impel 
her to do anything rash. 


Might Overcome In the event 


ge of a general 
Objections brawl this 


democracy, having fought on the 
side of the Czar in the last one, 
might overcome its objections to 
teaming up with the Russian Bolos, 
should it come to that. But there 
is no more excuse for believing 
that Soviet Russia is a democracy 
than there was for thinking that 
of Czarist Russia. Nobody did 
think that of Czarist Russia, but 
still the Americans fought on that 
side, handicapped to the extent of 
their ability, incidentally, by the 
very bolos who now would call 
this nation comrade. 

There is still something very 
mysterious and suspicious about 
the Russian-German equation, for 
they are almost identical in their 
own qualities, in their common 
enmity toward this country’s free- 
dom and form of government, and 
their hatred of religion. National 
rivalry is their only point of con- 
flict and they easily could make a 
deal to exchange the things which 
Hitler wants for those which he is 
prepared to trade and_ Russia 
needs. And, as Demaree Bess re- 
cently pointed out in the Saturday 
Evening Post, while the democratic 
nations have been striving gen- 
erously to*find asylums for the 
victims of Hitler’s savagery, Rus- 
sia, with much spare room and 
certainly with great need of the 
intelligence which the refugees 
have to offer, has extended no 
welcome to the outcasts. Certainly 


condemned Loyalist Spain as Bol- 
shevistic with no discount or al- 
lowance would find themselves de- 
cidedly uncomfortable in a line-up 
with Russia against Hitler, even 
though France and Britain were 
also on the team. They will exert 
a strong pull against that course.

Watching will need close 
watching and the propaganda for 
democracy must be examined for 
Communistic taint. They _ have 
lately adopted Abraham Lincoln

The great and little troubles that fall to the lot of man are 
seldom the result of chance. When trouble arrives, we can look 
back over the path by which it came and discover what started it, 
and nine times in ten we find that we ourselves invited it. 

The explanation, of course, is ignorance. A man doesn’t tamper 
with the hind leg of a mule if he knows what is coming. 

When great troubles are invited by a ruler or the leader-of a 
class or race, he usually is prompted by ancient ambitions, ideas 
and mental processes that worked nicely in a more primitive world 
but have been outgrown these many years. 

Throughout the greater part of man’s history, any ambitious 
ruler with a first-class army could invade his neighbor’s territory, 
butcher the citizens, and collect enough loot to pay a profit on the 
adventure. Whole populations, including women and children, 
were “put to the sword.” 

Modern rulers feel the same old urge to win power and glory 
and profit at the expense of their neighbors. 

When they kill “enemies,” they kill customers. When they im- 
poverish another land, they destroy its ability to buy the prod- 
ucts their own people have to sell. By robbing a neighbor of wealth 
6 property, they kill commerce and thus rob their own people of 
jobs. 

Forty-five hundred years ago the poor ‘in the land of Egypt 
discovered their ability to gang up and “divide the wealth” of the 
rich. It was done in other lands down through the ages, when- 
ever the poor found a competent leader, and worked as well as 
any other robbery. It was a simple matter to carry off hoarded 
gold and jewels, empty the grain bins and drive off the cattle. 

But it can’t be done in the modern world, for the wealth that 
matters is no longer portable. The poor starve with the rich, as 
they did in Russia, when organized production stops. And while 
unschooled men can handle guns, they soon learn that only highly 
trained technicians can handle giant industries. 

In our complicated modern world, the affairs of all nations are 
woven together in one fabric and all interests within a nation are 
members of the same body. To injure one is to injure all, and one 


can benefit itself permanently only by means that benefit all.

Dr. W. C. Taylor, Latin Ameri- 
can secretary of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board of Southern Baptists, in 
his admirable address at the Bap- 
tist -Women’s Missionary Union 
convention in Atlanta Tuesday 
evening of this week, took as his 
theme the intriguing passage of

“IT want to tell you of a Chris- 
tian layman who lived on an is-| 
land off the coast of Brazil—a| 
farmer who read the le which | 
a carpenter had brought along) 
with him as he came to repair the | 
farmer’s barn—and reading that) 
Bible, he was convicted of sin. He | 
confessed his sins, asked forgive- | 
ness and was saved. But he had | 
never heard a sermon, and so he 
came to our senior missionary on 
the mainland just across the sound 
from his island, asking that we 
send a preacher to them. That 
man had walked all day to get to 
our headquarters. He walked all 
night to get back home, and when 
we arrived on the island on the 
following. day afternoon for the 
promised service, he had assem- 
bled a large company of people, 
working all that day at the job. 
I said to a friend, ‘Isn't this a re-| 
markable thing this man _ has| 
done?’ The man thought a mo-' 
ment, and answered, ‘Not when 
you have his slogan, namely, Not 
lazy in the Gospel.’ ” 

And then Dr. Taylor made his 
appeal to Christians of our day 
and generation and of our favored 
nation to be diligent in the work 
of the Master in the hurrying 
days that remain to us. Said he:

“Going to Stay Open.” 

“The schools in my county are 
going to stay open if I have to 
go up and teach arithmetic my- 
self,” he continued. 

Superintendent Rainey’s criti- 
cism of Governor Rivers and 
homestead exemptions burst like 
a bombshell in the meeting. 
Speaking in a loud tone and ges- 
turing frequently he said: 

“If homestead exemptions ap- 
plied to the cities as well as the 
counties, we wouldn’t be in the 
position we are today. Eighty per 
cent of the city schools would be 
closed if the homestead exemptions 
affected them as they do us. 

“There’s no use beating around 
the bush. If the Governor’s home- 
stead exemption is good in the 
coun, why isn’t it good in the 
town? ‘They’re taking our money 
away from us. Every year the leg- 
islature comes up here and makes 
a political football out of the 
schools. My representative has 
gotten so that he doesn’t want to 
see me up here. Some of these in- 
dependent systems have built a 
wall around us. They don’t care 
whether we operate or not. Why 
doesn’t the state of Georgia put us 
on the same footing and let us eat 
out of the same soup bowl?” 

Rainey said Governor Rivers 
should have required that home- 
stead exemptions apply to urban 
and rural structures alike, 

Charges Coercion.

Adequate classroom instruction 
and economic security should 
come before free schoolbooks and 
other school expenses, Habersham 
county teachers declared in res- 
olutions adopted yesterday at a 
special meeting.

PARIS, March 22.—(UP)—The 
foreign affairs committee of the 
chamber of deputies tonight ap- 
proved a French pledge to the 
people of Czecho-Slovakic assur- 
ing them that they will “not per- 
ish” and that Germany’s “injus- 
tice and violence will last but a 
short while.” 

The full meaning of the pledge 
was not explained. It was un- 
derstood that the statement would 
be submitted soon to parliament 
for approval.

~-ON REFORM? BILL 


Administration S win g s 
Enough Support Overnight 
To Snatch Victory. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—(#) 
Administration forces plucked 
victory from defeat today when 
the senate passed, 63 to 23, a gov- 
ernment reorganization bill minus 


an amendment which would have 
given legislators more control 


over the President’s reorganization 
orders. (Both George and Fyis- 
sell, of Georgia, voted for the 
bill.) 

The amendment had been at- 
tached to the bill only yesterday, 
but today the senate reversed it- 
self and struck it out by a two- 
vote margin. 

The bill, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to consolidate or abolish 


many agencies of the government, 
had previously been approved by j 
the house. It now goes to confer-— 
ence for discussion of amend< 
ments added by the senate. 

Opposition centered upon a 
section providing that reorgani- 
zation orders to be issued by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt under the act 
should become effective in 60 days 
unless specifically rejected by 
both branches of congress. 

Republicans and some Demo- 
crats argued that this retained too 
little control for congress, Fi- 
nally, this faction supported an 
amendment by Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, providing that 
to become effective reorganization 
orders must have the specific ap- 
proval of both branches. 

The amendment was adopted 
yesterday by what was actually a 
one-vote margin. 

Overnight, administration forces 
persuaded Senator Chavez, Demo- 
crat, New Mexico, to change his 
position on the Wheeler amend~ 
ment. In addition, Senator Tru-< 
man, Democrat, Missouri, an op-~ 
ponent of the Wheeler proposal 
who was absent yesterday, return- 
ed to Washington today. Conse~ 
quently reconsideration won by 
46 to 44, and then, by the same 
vote, the Wheeler amendment was 
taken out of the bill. 

The measure, as approved, was 
but a shadowy reminder of the 
reorganization bill which became 
one of the foremost issues of last 
session.

tary of the Treasury John Hanes, 
calling for repeal of the capital 
stock, excess profits and undivided 
profits tax and substitution of a 
higher normal corporate levy, un- 
til he conferred with the President 
on March 9.

Henry E. Heimann Declares Present Abnormally Low Re- 
turns in Reality Constitute a Tax; Thinks It Might 
Lead to Sounder Policies. 


Taxation of income from gov- 
ernment securities will not prove 
to be a completely unmitigated 
blessing, Henry H. Heimann, ex- 
ecutive manager of the National 
Association of Credit Men, told 
the dinner meeting of the Atlan- 


ta Association of Credit Men here 
last night. 

“The possibility of taxing in- 
come from government securities 
is now being considered,” he said. 
“If the objective is an effort to 
force wealthy individuals to pay 
higher income taxes, it will un- 
doubtedly sucreed to the -degree 
that government securities are 
held and continue to be held by 
these individuals. 

“But at the same time it must 
be realized that, with tax exemp- 
tion lifted, government securities 
will not be able to offer the char- 
acteristically lower interest yield. 
Aside from the artificial and ab- 
normal low rates now prevalent, 
government securities have gen- 
erally brought the investor a low- 
er interest return because of their 
non-taxable feature. 

“Individuals in the lower and 
middle income classes may then 
find government securities some- 
what more desirable than now be- 
cause, while they may. not be 
aware of higher taxes due to their 
frequently indirect mature, they 
will have a visibly higher return 
from the government securities 
they hold. 

A Hidden Tax. 

“And yet this non-taxability of 
government securities, in itself, has 
been a rather popular misconcep- 
tion. Actually there has been an 
indirect tax present continually by 
virtue of the very existence of this 
lower yield. 

“Interest rates on government 
securities, we can be reasonably 
sure, will have to rise if income 
is made taxable. Otherwise there 
will be a virtual boycott of gov- 
ernment securities simply because 
investors will not buy them if the 
income tax obligation is felt to be 
greater than the security implied 
and the interest received. And it 
is conceivable that in some sit- 
uations investors would be practic- 
ally paying a premium to own 
government issues. 

Time Will Tell. 

“Whether we are fully favorable 
or not to the principle of taxa- 
tion of income from government 
securities, time alone will tell 
whether or not the government has 
registered a net gain after adopt- 
ing this taxation policy and the 
necessarily attendant corallary of 
higher interest payments to se- 
curity holders. 

“Tt is conceivable, however, that 
any increasingly widespread dis- 
tribution of government securities 
in the lower income groups can 
become a factor stimulating sound- 
er government financial policies. 
Every new holder of government 
securities has added interest in 
seeing to it that his investment is 
not jeopardized by continually un- 
balanced budgets and inflationary 
tendencies, 

“As to public salaries, aside 
from any constitutional questions 
that may be involved, it seems 
only logical that these salaries 
should not be exempt from any 


rincome taxation that is levied on 


all other salaries.” 

Turning to the subject of pub- 
lic relations for business, the cred- 
it executive then stated that “in 
the discharge of the new respon- 
sibilities business must assume, 
management must realize that, in 
the last analysis, business pros- 
perity relies, to a considerable de- 
gree, upon the appraisal of busi- 
ness methods and policies by the 
mass of our people. 

“If they are not aware of the 
worth of certain business policies 
or methods, if they do not under- 
stand business objectives, then one 
need not be surprised if their ap- 
praisal of any business policy, ir- 
respective of how soundly it may 
be conceived, turns out to be 
faulty. 

Public on Boards. 

“Business management in the 
future will discharge its responsi- 
bility to the public by having pub- 
lic representation® upon its board 
of .directors. It will seek a mutual 
understanding with labor by ac- 
quainting its employes with its 
labor policies through the intro- 
duction of employes into the offi- 
cial family. It will meet its obliga- 
tion to its stockholders by giving 
them a greater voice in the busi- 
ness. 

“The net result will not be, as 
some managements wrongly con- 
clude, added difficulties for. busi- 
ness. Quite the contrary, it will

State Federation President Stresses 
‘Citizenship’ in Speech in LaGrange

Editor of Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 


LAGRANGE GA., March 22.— 
In her forceful address made here 
Wednesday evening, Mrs. Albert 
M. Hill, of Greenville, president 
of Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, said there is only: one 
way for clubwomen to live vic- 
toriously, and that is to be good 
citizens of Georgia. Her subject 
was “Victorious Living,” and she 
spoke at the opening session of 
the 44th convention held in the 
LaGrange College auditorium. 

She t{uoted the Apostle Paul as 
proudly boasting: “I am a citizen 
of Rome, a citizen by birth and 
inheritance of the greatest empire 
of this day.” There was nothing 
unique in Paul’s attitude then or 
now,” declared Mrs. Hill. “Two 
centuries later we find ourselves 
saying that we are American cit- 


izens, fully conscious to lay claim | 


to the proudest heritage on earth, 
to be by birth a citizen of the 
world’s greatest democracy. First 
of all we expect security. Securi- 
ty from invading foes, protection 
from evil forces that may arise 
within our homeland, safeguard- 
ing of health by scientifically pro- 
ficient and progressive measures, 
a minimum of economic security, 
at least the security that comes 
through establishment of peaee.” 


Priceless Heritages. 

She cited as priceless heritages 
freedom of thought, speech, and 
freedom of the press and radio. 
“So long have we enjoyed these 
rights, that life without them is 
advantages we demand as the 
right of freeborn members of a 
democracy. W emust have the 
proper pride in God, home and 
native land that shone in Paul’s 
reply to the Roman captain when 
he said he was a citizen of no 
mean city. But pride is of little 
value if it has not strength to’ 
prove itself, therefore courage 
is essential. Train our youth to 
be self-reliant, independent, in 
thought and capable of reaching 
his own conclusions, for the rub- 
ber stamp can have no part in 
building tomorrow,” said _ the 
speaker. 

She stressed gratitude to coun- 
try as another fundamental of 


good citizenship, because without 
gratitude there can be no patriot- | 
ism. Mrs. Hill stated, “We must) 
appreciate the good things in our 
national life that come to us prac- 
tically without effort.” 

“To be a good citizen our edu- 
cation must include knowledge of 
the world of things, the world of 
people, and the world of ideas, 
past and present. The American 
home is the first and best teacher 
because in the home lies the first 
point of attack,” said Mrs. Hill. 
“How much wiser adults would be 


if we first taught our children to | 


love the beauties of nature, to love 
the human soul, to love the home 
town and its people and to adore 
our lovely Georgia. Plant ap- 
preciation in their souls. that 
makes for vision and appreciation 
of possibilities and a burning de- 
sire to convert possibilities into 
shining realities.” 

Mrs. Hill called upon clubwom- 
en to clear their good citizenship

Dieting can be a very risky busi- 
ness, Uniess you follow scientific- 
ally planned menus you are in 
danger of developing a vitamin 
and mineral deficiency, and no 
diet should ever, for this reason, 
be cut below 1,000 calories. It 
takes that many calories to include 
the essential food elements. 

You can better appreciate the 
necessity for these elements in the 
diet when you understand what 
happens without them. As long 
as your diet is adequate in every 
respect except in calories, there is 
no danger to your health for you 
have a store of calories in the 
form of fat upon which to draw. 


There is no such reserve store 
of minerals, vitamins or protein. 
Just suppose that your diet is de- 
ficient in calcium—as it would be 
if you failed to include eggs, milk 
or cheese in the reducing menus. 
If you do not provide the calcium 
needed, your body will not co- 
operate with you. For one thing, 
health of your teeth is affected by 
a low calcium diet. 

Sufficient iron is also essential 
even though you are reducing. A 
deficiency of this mineral will 
lower the body’s vigor and will 
cause you to feel tired most of 


the time. At best our diet is apt to | 


be low in iron and the supply is 
further diminished in an unscien- 
tific reducing diet—or even in the 
diet of the overweight who care- 
lessly consumes large quantities 
of sugars and starches and fails 
to eat sufficient amounts of the 
green leafy vegetables and pro- 
tein. Your richest sources of iron 
are eggs, vegetables and meats. 
Protein is—as I have repea, 

told you, the very backbone of a 
reducing diet. You must have t! 


complete protein foods—lean meat, | 


eggs, milk and cheese. Although 
varying amounts of protein are 
supplied in other foods, such as 
breads, cereals and certain vege- 
tables, the complete proteins must 
be included in the diet. This food 
element is utilized for the repair 
work of the body. All body tissues 
undergo constant wear and tear 
and as they are worn out they 
must be repaired. That is where 
protein comes in. Unless adequate 
protein is supplied by the diet, it 
is formed through the breaking 
down of muscular tissue. 

The protective vitamins are 
necessary to high resistance and 
optimum health and they cannot 
be left out of the daily menus. The 
foods that supply them are fresh 
fruits, fruit juices, vegetables, 
milk, butter, whole grains.

It was for Marie Antoinette of 
“Let Them Eat Cake” fame that 
the cabinet makers created the 
furniture of the Louis XVI period. 
And it expresses her charming 
delicacy of taste, her naive sophis- 
tication, but it reflects more than 
that ... . the classic revival, stim- 
ulated by the unearthing of Pom- 
pei and Herculaneum, touched the 
Louis XVI furniture with a certain 
dignity. Perhaps this was the 
natural reacticn to the excessive 
curves of the Louis XV period. 

Straight Legs. 

In any case, you can usually dis- 
tinguish between these two types 
o* furniture by remembering that 
Louis XV pieces typically have the 
cabriole (or curved) legs, while 
Louis XVI pieces have straight 
legs. This straight leg is nearly al- 
ways reeded or grooved but in 
rather austere detail. The swirls 
and abandoned curves of Louis XV 
gave way in Louis XVI furniture 
to more classic ornament and to 
plainer panels.

Not All Is Flu 
That Gets 


You Down 
By Dr. William Brady. 


Profound prostration out of all 
proportion to with intensity of the 
disease is the characteristic on 
which the diagnosis of influenza is 


made, in time of epidemic. But a 
sense of great prostration or 
weakness such as accompanies 
mild cri in many cases scarcely 
warrants the inference that the 
iliness is influenza. 

The nature and specific cause of 
the pandemic disease that took 
millions of lives at the time of the 
World War was never determined. 
The disease was most certainly in- 
fectious or contagious, and not due 
to some mysterious external or 
casual poison or other inscrutable 
influence. Many years before the 
war the medical profession had 
accepted Pfeiffer’s bacillus as the 
cause of influenza, but wartime 
experience cast doubt on that and 
led to the present view that in- 
fluenza is a virus infection, that 
is, infection with an organism too 
small to be visible under the 
standard microscope of the bacte- 
riologist. A disease having features 
characteristic of influenza is pro- 
duced in ferrets, mice and other 
animals by inoculating them with 
material from cases of human in- 
fluenza. The blood serum from 
animals that have recovered from 
such influenza has some antitoxic 
value, protecting other animals 
against developing the disease. So 
does the blood serum of patients 
who have recovered from influ- 
enza confer a degree of immunity, 
not complete immunity, but 
enough to be a help when ad- 
ministered to other patients coming 
down with influenza. Serum tak- 
en from patients during the acute 
illness, however, has no value 
against the disease. These obser- 
vations convince many physicians 
that influenza, as we see it today, 
is a virus disease and it seems 
fairly well accepted now that the 
disease spreads almost entirely 
as a spray infection—the virus be- 
ing carried from person to person, 
mainly in the droplets, visible or 
invisbly fine, of secretion or mois- 
ture given off from nose, throat 
or mouth when the patient 
sneezes, coughs or talks. 

Among fairly polite but sadly 
uninformed people—that is to say, 
people who are fairly well educat- 
ed except about personal health 
and hygiene—ordinary conversa- 
tion, in my opinion, is the usual 
medium of infection. People just 
will not recognize that a moisture 
spray with a range of from two to 
five feet is emitted from the 
mouth of every individual during 
quiet conversation, even though 
you do not feel the impact of the 
droplets. 

During the wartime pandemic a 
thousand prisoners in a German 
internment camp were kept al- 
most free from influenza, al- 
though the disease raged fiercely 
all arcund them—each prisoner re- 
ceived 4 grains of quinine daily 
throughout the period of the epi- 
demic. 

Even two grains of quinine a 
day may give considerable pro- 
tection against influenza if this 
treatment is begun early and con- 
tinued as long as the disease is 
epidemic. 

Many excellent physicians ad- 
vocate six or eight grains of qui- 
nine daily for adults, three or four 


/ 


lactic against influenza when the 
disease is epidemic. Others be- 
lieve two grains a day for an 
adult, one grain a day for a child, 
sufficient.

Answer—Food value insignifi- 
cant—100 calories in a pound. But 
it is appetizing, wholesome, a 
good source of vitamins A, C, B- 
complex, slightly laxative. Pay 
no attention to notions about ox- 
alic acid in it—of course, there 
is oxalic acid in rhubarb, also in 
spinach, plums, figs, chocolate, 
cocoa, potatoes, beets, beans, bread 
crust, etc.—what of it? 

Hot Water. 


Does drinking hot water before 
and at breakfast harm a person? 
(G. V. H.) 

Answer—Not if you like it or 
the effect. Elderly or feeble folk 
aften like to take a glassful or two 
of hot water before breakfast or 
with breakfast. Ordinarily, cool 
or cold water is a better stimulant 


for digestion.

An increase fn the live stock in- 
dustry in Georgia was reported 
yesterday in the biennial review 
of the State Department of Agri- 
culture.

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 22.—With the Crackers rolling 

. merrily along toward their 50th consecutive day of good weather 

in spring training here, the thought just occurred that the Mas- 

ters golf tournament at Augusta, not far away, might get a 
break for the first time when play begins on March 30. 

The Masters, which ranks as one of the greatest of all the 

olf tournaments in the world, has had a sort of jinx cast over 

it since the inauguration in 1934. All varieties of weather have 

moved in at the beginning. There has been storms, rain and 

what not. 

And granted that the course offers a test for the 
finest of professional stars, bad weather is ascribed as 
one of the main reasons why 282 is the best score ever 
turned in on the Augusta national. In 1935, Gene 
Sarazen and Craig Wood tied at that score and Sarazen 
won the play-off. 

In the five-year history of the Masters, a score of 285 twice 
has won. Horton Smith was the candy kid in 1936 with such 
a score, and last year Henry Picard did the same. 

The first winner of the tournament in 1934 was 
Horton Smith. His score was 284. The fourth winner 
was Byron Nelson. He shot a 283, beating out Ralph 
Guldahl by two strokes. That ties the widest margin 
of victory to date. 

The finest golfers in the world play in the Masters, which 
annually brings Bob Jones out of retirement. Hence, one day 
there should be a winning score to surprise the golfing world. 
The sixth tournament is coming up next week, and this may 
be the year. The law of averages is bound to take care of the 


weather one year, at least.

LOOKING BACK. 

In order to save golf writers from going to the files for in- 
formation on the past tournaments, the Augusta National has 
furnished a news service this year. It gives past tournaments 
at a glance. 

And, looking back, a lot of golfing thrills are revived. 
Tournament history follows: 

1934—Usually, a field of about 60 players com- 
pete. Each year there has been a thrilling hair-line 
finish. No player has ever won by a margin of more 
than two strokes. In 1934, it seemed that Craig Wood 
might win, or at least tie for first, but Horton Smith 
sank a 20-foot putt on the 17th for a birdie, got his four 

on the 18th and won by a margin of one stroke. 

1935—-During the second tournament, Craig Wood again 
played brilliantly, finishing with 282 (the low record) after 
playing the last four strokes under par. He was congratulated | > 
by the press and movie people as the winner and the committee 
was about to issue his first-prize check. Then a near-miracle 
occurred. Gene Sarazen was the only one that had a chance 
to catch Wood and he was three strokes behind with four holes 
to go. He then scored the double eagle, holing out a 220-yard 
spoon shot for a two on the par five, 485-yard 15th hole. Gene 
finished the last three holes in even par, tied Craig with 282, 
then won the 36-hole play-off by a five-stroke margin. 

1936—Horton Smith again won in 1936 by an incredible 
sub-par finish, under rainy conditions which made par golf seem 
next to impossible. His 50-foot chip into the cup, across the 
rain-soaked 14th green, started his successful march. In this in- 
stance, Harry Cooper was nosed out by one stroke, whereupon 
he is supposed to have said to Bob Jones: “It seems that it was 
not intended for me to ever win a major tournament.” 
1937——This time Guldahl looked like a sure winner 
with a probable four-stroke margin. But Byron Nelson 
picked up six strokes on him in two holes. The 12th 

is a par three and the 13th a par five. On the last lap 

Guldahl played these exacting holes in 5-6 and Nelson 

scored 2-3. 

1938—Last year Cooper and Guldahl had finished in a tie 
at 287, each scoring one under par 71 on the last round. But 
Picard finished last with a 70, making him the winner by two
